Militarism Does Not Pay 


People of the Central; Powers Be- 
ginning, jo Realize the Futility / 
of War Aims 


The governments ‘of the central 
Powers are employing all their arts 
to satisfy the peoples whom they 
rule that the system of combined 
“militarism” «rd bureaucracy has tri- 
umphed. The peoples must be tatight 
that “the system doés rot pay.” 


Peace cannot be made until we have}’ 


indisputable evidence. of their. con- 
version, That is the gist of Mr. As- 
quith’s policy, as it is the gist of 
President Wilson’s. While there is 
a good deal of evidence to show that 
the peoples may be not 
unwilling to learn the lesson, it re- 
mains highly distasteful to the court 
cliques and to. the military and. bu- 
reaiicratic castes. The more intelli- 
gent mentbers: of these »classes “know 
in their hearts that it must be learn- 
ed, but they strive to defer that day 
of doom to themselves and to their 
order. The more stupid and less in- 
formed, particularly in the armies, 
are still blind to its advent. It will 
be seen from an éxtract we give this 
morning that Herr: Dernburg’s disci- 
ple and-assistant in America realizes 
the truth. Prof. Bonn perceives that 
America has only’ to cut off Ger- 
many’s supplies from overseas. to 
make her future recovery impossible. 
President Wilson, he remarks, “could 
thus cancel: the German victory on 
all the battlefields and even canccl 
\the smashing of England, if 
land were to be smashed,” There is 
reason to believe that the justice of 
this view is recognized2-with what 
tremors .and -anxieties may .be sup- 
posed—in every influential German 
quarter.
